Rutgers, The State University 


Rutgers, The State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution. Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers was originally called 
Queens College under a charter from King George III of England. The young col- 
lege’s existence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
just as unprecedented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added, 


In 1902 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927, 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jer in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J.C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors. 


Dr. Mason W. Gross, the 16th president of the University, was inaugurated in 
May, 1959- 

Rutgers, The State University, currently is in the midst of a nearly $50,000,000 
construction program largely financed through passage in 1959 of a state bond issue 
for higher education,

Best Rutgers Record—Although it never has gone undefeated, Rutgers has three 
times had 8-1 records (1947, 1958 and 1960). 

Rutgers Training Camp—Rutgers drills from Aug. 31 until the opening of school on 
its regular scrimmage field adjacent to the Stadium. The team lives in a dormi- 
tory several hundred yards away from the practice field until classes begin. 


Sports Information Office—Located in Public Relations Office, Room 307, Old Queens 
Building. 


Football Offices—The coaches have offices in the Gymnasium and in the new addi- 
tion to the Stadium Field House. 


Rutgers Enrollment—-The football team is a representative of the entire State Uni- 
versity population of approximately 16,000 full-time undergraduate studen 
although all members of the squad are among the 4,100 students in the Men's 
Colleges in New Brunswick. 


Curriculums Offered—The Men’s Colleges include Arts & Sciences, Engineering and 
Agriculture. 

Enrollment—Part of the booming State University, the Men’s Colleges will probably 
have an enrollment of 6,000 by 1965.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


FR COACHES have enjoyed the immediate success that John Bateman had last 
fall, his first as a college head coach after 14 seasons as an assistant. Rutgers had 
an 8-1 record, beat Princeton the third time in a row, won the Middle Atlantic and 
Middle Three championships. 

Bateman, who was an assistant at Columbia under Lou Little for 11 years and at 
Penn under Steve Sebo from 1957 through 1959, is a native New Jerseyan. He at- 
tended Central High and St. Benedict’s prep in Newark before entering Columbia 
in 1934. He played guard under Little at Columbia, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven. 
He returned to Columbia as an assistant in 1946 after three years in the Navy and 
three years as coach at Middletown, N. Y., High School. 

The holder of a master’s degree in political science and a doctorate in education 
from Columbia, Dr, Bateman is Rutgers’ 15th football coach since 1900. He and his 
wife have three sons, They live in Highland Park. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., End Coach 


ATT BOLGER is the “senior” member of the Rutgers staff, having served 

four years under John Stiegman. Born and raised in Newark, he was gradu- 

ated from Cornell in 1948 and came to Rutgers in 1956 after five years at Brown 

University. A graduate of St. Benedict’s Prep, he entered Notre Dame in 1940, but 

service in the Marine Air Corps from 1942 to 1945 interrupted his schooling. Bolger 

led Rutgers’ baseball team to a 15-4-1 record last spring, his first as diamond coach. 
He and his wife have three children. They live in Edison Township. 


DeWayne “Dewey” King, Backfield Coach 


Is HIS SECOND season at Rutgers, Dewey King is a graduate of the University of 
North Dakota where he was a center and captained the varsity football team as a 
sophomore. A native of Cando, N. D., King served as an assistant coach at Michigan 
State in 1952-53, then joined Steve Sebo’s staff at Penn, where he was a fellow as- 
sistant with John Bateman from 1957 to 1959. King and his wife have one son. They 
live in New Brunswick. 


Warren Schmakel, Live Coach 


aN ASSISTANT coach at the University of Nebraska from 1957 to 1959, Warren 
Schmakel is in his second season as Rutgers line coach. A graduate of Central 
Michigan University, where he was a little All-American guard, Schmakel is a native 
of Toledo, O. He has been an assistant at the University of Toledo and Miami of 
Ohio and in 1950 had a 6-4 record as head coach of his alma mater. A Navy veteran, 
he worked for the government in Europe from 1953 to 1957. He and his wife and 
their two children live in Franklin Township. 


Frank Burns, Assistant Coach 


UTGERS’ ALL-TIME great quarterback, Frank Burns returned to Rutgers last 

winter after four years at Chatham, N. J., High School. Burns twice previously 
served Rutgers, first as freshman coach and later as varsity backfield coach. He also 
was head coach at Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore. A native of Roselle Park, 
Burns was an all-east quarterback and an outstanding catcher on the baseball team 
as an undergraduate. He and his wife and their three children live in Berkeley 
Heights. 


Robert Naso, Freshman Coach 


A‘ RUTGERS graduate, Bob Naso excelled in football and lacrosse as a player 
and has advanced in two years to be varsity lacrosse coach and freshman foot- 
ball coach for his alma mater. He has been assistant lacrosse coach for two years and 
in 1959 coached the 150-pound football team. He and his wife, Carole, live in New 
Brunswick. They have one daughter.

Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


Ante A distinguished coaching career which terminated last June, Albert W. 

Twitchell on July 1 succeeded Harry J. Rockafeller as director of athletics at 
Rutgers. A 1935 graduate of the University, Twitchell has been a member of the 
staff since 1947-as-a-coach and administrator. “ey 

Twitchell won six varsity letters as an undergraduate, captaining the 1934 foot- 
ball team as center and winning the Donald Leslie Coursen trophy, highest indi- 
vidual athletic award given at the University. E 

‘A native of Dedham, Mass., he began his coaching career at North Plainfield, 
N. J., High School. He went to Sewanhaka High School in 1937, served later as as- 
sistant football coach at Hofstra College, then returned to Sewanhaka as head coach 
of football and lacrosse until 1947. : 

He coached sub-varsity football and freshman lacrosse at Rutgers until he be- 
came varsity line coach in 1949 and succeeded his own former coach, Fred Fitch, as 
varsity lacrosse mentor in 1950. During his 12 seasons as lacrosse coach, his teams 
won go games, lost 31 and tied one. He became assistant to the director of athletics 
in 1952, later was named assistant director. 7 

Twitchell is past president of the U. S, Lacrosse Coaches Assn. and is president 
of Intercollegiate Lacrosse Assn. He coached the North all-star team in 1953 and 
was named “lacrosse coach of the year” in 1958. 


Kenneth G, Germann, Assistant Director 


N™ TO THE Rutgers staff, Ken Germann is a veteran coach and administra- 
tor. A 1943 graduate of Columbia University, he was an outstanding football 
and basketball player as an undergraduate, A marine corps veteran, he spent 11 
years as director of athletics and football coach at Iona Prep in New Rochelle, N, Y. 
He has been freshman football coach at Columbia the last four years. Germann has 
been one of the East's top basketball and lacrosse officials for 15 years. He holds a 
master’s degree from Columbia Teachers College. 


Otto H. Hill, Business Manager 


ROMOTED TO the newly-created position of business manager of athletics last 

July, Otto Hill has been a member of the Rutgers staff since 1947. A 1942 gradu- 
ate of Rutgers, he served in the Army and Air Force during World War II, return- 
ing to earn his master’s degree in 1947. He coached junior varsity and freshman 
football, moving up to the varsity as end coach in 1953, S poet he held through 1955. 
He was freshman swimming coach from 1947 until 1956, when he succeeded Jim 
Reilly as varsity swimming coach. He has relinquished that post to take over his 


present assignment and direct the University’s aquatics program.

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The Outlook — 1961 


Lettermen Returning: 16; Lettermen Lost: 12 


With possibly the finest backfield in the east, a squad of experienced ends, and 
strong men Alex Kroll and Tony Simonelli up front, Rutgers is looking forward to 
its fifth consecutive winning season in 1961. 


Coach John Bateman and his line aide, Warren Schmakel, will have to plug a 
number of vacancies up front, but the expected improvement of last year’s sub- 
stitutes and the availability of a large group of beefy sophomores is expected to put 
that task within reach. 


Kroll, the captain, has been named to a number of pre-season All-American 
teams. He gives the Scarlet perfect leadership in the forward wall where experience 
is lacking. 

The backfield situation has coaches Dewey King and Frank Burns suppressing 
grins. Their chief problem will be to keep their pupils happy with enough work, 


Bateman and his staff are anxious to continue the alternate unit system which 
contributed a great deal to the Scarlet’s 1960 success. The coaches will be searching 
for the best 22 players, not just 11, by opening day. 


In the backfield, the top eight players are Steve Simms, Bill Thompson, Bill 
Speranza, Pierce Frauenheim, Bob Yaksick, Sam Mudie, Dick Webb and Joe 
Kowalski. 


The first four formed last year’s “blue” unit which moved so well. Speranza, an 
inspirational quarterback who runs and passes effectively, more than likely will con- 
tinue to direct this quartet which has the powerful Simms at fullback. Steve, pos- 
sibly the East’s best fullback had spectacular success last year and must be “defensed” 
by the Scarlet’s opponents if they are to contend with Bateman’s versatile double- 
wing T. 

Simms’ rushing average was 6.01. His mates, Thompson and Frauenheim, had 
averages of 5.9 and 5.7, respectively. Thompson is a legitimate triple-threat and 
Frauenheim is “Mr. Reliable.” Pierce didn’t lose a yard all year and is being counted 
on to supplant Arny Byrd in the deep secondary as the ace pass defender. 


If Yaksick, who was a defensive specialist most of last year, fulfills his promise at 
quarterback, Mudie may move to left half, where he'll team with Webb and Kowalski 
in the alternate unit. 


Standout sophomores like quarterbacks Dwain Painter and Joe Bujak, halfbacks 
Bill Herring, Doug Reeser and Ritchie Poad, and fullback Andy Carollo; and last 
year’s reserves—Joe Anstatt, Romeo Dixon, Keith Krayer and Jim Takacs—give the 
Scarlet at least four solid backfield units. 


Helping Kroll open the holes up front will be Simonelli, cited by a Rutgers 
coach last year as “the best sophomore lineman he'd ever seen; Tom Tappen, who 
moves in from end to take over right tackle; Addison Bradley and Bob Harrison, 
lettermen guards. Finding a second line and reserve strength at all interior line 
positions will occupy the pre-season training period. 


Matt Bolger has four solid ends in Marv Engle, Lee Curley, Dick Lawrence and 
Bill Craft. Juniors Jerry Melkon and Ron Egan also saw some duty a year ago, giving 
the Scarlet six experienced flankmen. 


In summation, the Scarlet has an All-American center, an all-east fullback, a 
talented and deep backfield, adequate protection at the ends, and a fine left tackle, 


The problem will be to mold a capable set of lines, with finding depth at center 
and the guards likely to cause the most headaches.

Kroll: Scholarly All-American 


At least one way to earn All-American honors in football, it would seem, is to 
enroll in the English curriculum at Rutgers and get elected to the captaincy of the 
football team. 

That’s the way it was in 1958, when Bill Austin was named an All-American 
halfback. And that’s the way it may be this fall with Alex Kroll, the Scarlet’s center. 

Kroll already has been named to a number of All-American teams. They are of 
the crystal-ball variety, however. “I just hope I can live up to those notices,” Kroll 
said recently. “Ever since I was a kid back in Leechburg, Pa. I've dreamed about 
seeing the phrase ‘All-American’ next to my name. I hope that dream comes true.” 

A brilliant student, Kroll is an equally serious candidate for Phi Beta Kappa. 
His cumulative average will have to move up about two-tenths of a point this fall, 
but he’s within range. His average has been bolstered by a 1.0 record (all As) in his 
English major. 

Kroll is one of those rare individuals who can read something once and quote 
it almost verbatim a couple of weeks later. He is a rapid reader and has a keen, 
analytical mind. He uses it in football, as well as in the classroom. 

Last fall, for instance, the Scarlet practiced a particular set of defenses for 
Princeton, which uses the single wing. They worked well, holding the Tigers score- 
less from scrimmage. Two weeks later, Rutgers faced Colgate. Alva Kelley, the Col- 
gate coach, installed a special set of plays from a split formation which the Scarlet 
scouts had not seen. 

Kroll, from his line-backing position, noticed the new Colgate setup in an in- 
stant, revised the defensive plans on the spot, and directed his mates into the 
Princeton defense. Colgate first swept to the right, then to the left, lost a yard each 
time, and the ball game was over. Rutgers went on to a 49-12 win. 

Kroll operated in that fashion all year, constantly putting the Scarlet’s defensive 
strengths against what he anticipated from the enemy. 

Kroll has a gift for leadership. You can sense it in his voice, which is deep, clear 
and authoritative. You can sense it in his bearing, which is confident. And you catch 
it from his hustle and spirit. 

In addition to being a heady line-backer and a sure tackler, Alex is a fine 
technician on offense. His blocks are effective, his snaps from center easy to handle, 

and his 6-2, 228-pound frame is imposing when he leads the team out of the huddle. 

Rutgers had a great deal of success running the middle of the line last fall, 
thanks in part, to Kroll’s fine blocking. Fullback Steve Simms and the quarterbacks 
usually could be counted on to pick up vital first down yardage over the middle. 

Physically, Kroll can do everything the job description calls for. Mentally, he’s 
got the poise, leadership and quick-thinking necessary to lead his mates and get 
their response. As far as the coaching staff is concerned, he’s an unofficial “assistant.” 

In other words, he’s an “All-American.” 


Rutgers Resigns From M.A.C. 


Since 1958, Rutgers University has participated in the championship activity of 
the Middle Atlantic Conference, a group of 33 colleges and universities. 

In 1958, Rutgers won the University Division football championship with a 4-0 
record. In 1959, it fell to fourth place with a 2-2 mark but won again last season, 
with a 4-0 record. 

The 1961-62 academic year will mark Rutgers’ final official season in the M.A.C. 
in all sports, although it will continue to meet many of the conference teams. The 
University has found it impossible to meet the conference’s scheduling requirements 
and at the same time maintain its relationships with traditional foes outside the 
conference. 

As a result, Director of Athletics Albert W. Twitchell recently submitted the 
University’s resignation from the conference, effective July 1, 1962. 


The Middle Three 


A new “Little Brass Cannon,” donated by the Rutgers Alumni Club of Mon- 
mouth County, will be presented for competition among Lehigh, Lafayette and 
Rutgers this fall. Rutgers has been Middle Three champions the past three years. 
Lehigh held the Cannon in 1956 and 1957. Lafayette last reigned in 1955. The 
original trophy, established in 1940, “disappeared” while in Lehigh’s possession.
